The Gypsy population in Hun- 
gary is r^idly expanding Reduced 
to little more 100,000 b>' a 
Nazi extermination drive in World 
War IL it has increased fourfold ih 
tbe past 40 years. 

"Much that is in our culture,*' 
Mr. Lakatos said, "was the conse- 
quence of many centuries of fleein'g 
from extermination. We cannot tie 
oursdves to those old traditions ^ 
begging, stealing ignorance — that 
poverty tied us to.

THE INQUIRY INTO IRAN AFFAIR: The departed aides haihor no feelings of guilt 
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Poindexter Believes History 
Will Vindicate Him, Aide Says

WASHINGTON — Tuesday 
morning ai about 7;30 the White 

House national security adviser. 

vice Admiral John M. I^indexlCT, 
was pichiag over his breakfast in 
his West Wing office when ^ sud- 
denly menooned to an aide, "IU be 
r uling the p^deuL . J^csting 

reassignment in the navy.” 

There were no jitters, no real 
emotion. The vice admiral’s 
was stony as he returned to his in- 
box, still stuffed with the flow of 

aarionaJ security paper. 

“Of all ihc people in the world 
who might have to take a faU,” the 
aide later said, “the admiral was 
probably the most qualifled in his- 
lorv.” 

Admiral Poindexter, 51. bu 
turned inward in the da>3 after his 
fall according to several of those 
who thought they were closest to 
this most distant of men. 

“He thinks history will vindicate 
him,” on aide said, “that the Iran 
opening was well-intended, wdl- 
ihought-out.'’ He added. “There’s 
tw’o vsars of paper over here that 
will show it was not a policy 
^Tapped around an atienqrt to get 
hostages out.” 

Adminisiration and cabinet offi- 
cers have spoken privately with de- 
rision of Admiral Poindexter as a 
man who never mastered his as- 
sigomeni, isolated himself and nev- 
er displayed any political under- 
standing tdule holding one of the 
most politically sensitive posts in 
govemmenL 

But sources said Admiral Poin- 
dexter was confident of his posi- 
tion. They said the admiral thought 
that it probably was not ill^al 
when funds frun the Iran arms 
sales were diverted to aid the re- 
bels. known as “contras.” ffghdng 
the Nicaraguan govemmenL 

Lieutenant Colonel Oliver L 
North, the Poindexter aide dis- 
missed last week when Admiral 
Poiedexter's resignadon was an- 
nounced by die president, also “did 
not treat the contra spinoff as ille- 
gaL” according to a source. 

Sr.'eral of those closest to the 
admiral said that the Admiral P(^- 
dexter was a private man and that 
be ran an intoisdy private shop in 
the West Wing. 

“Need-to-know was second na- 
ture with him.” an t^dal smd. 
Another called him “the coven 
man.” 

Admiral Poindexter learned 
about the contra oonnecdon from 
Colonel North, according to 
sources, when Colonel Nonh men- 
dooed 3 “^in-ofr to the arms 
sales opsraiioa. That reference, the 
sources said, was to the $10 milUon 
to S30 miOion that Attomey Gen- 
eral Edwin Meese 3d said was do- 
posted in Smss bank accounts to 
aid the Nlcar^uan rebels. 

Admiral Poindexter never 
sought a !(^ opxniai about tl^ 
“spin-off,” which has become the 
core trf the controversy, according 
to a source. 

A number of sources mainrain 
that Admiral Poindexter did not 
'share the infonnadon with his clos- 
esi aides mi the National Security 


CoimciL and after the ^blic di$- 
dosure Tuesday Admiral Fdn- 
dexter did not treat it as a big 
secret

Bush, Eye on ’88, Faces Dhenmia Over Scandal

WASHINGTON — Vice Proi- 
dent George Bush, vdio has been all 
but invisible to the public since the 
crias over arm shipments m Iran 
erupted, intends to a public 
statement on the atoatioo somi.

Neutrality Hones Exports Edge

S TOCKHOLM — West Germany 

gained its status as Sweden’s number 
one export maritet in the Hist six 
'inondis of 1986, after briefly losing to 
the United States <farmg 1985 . Otte ioqior- 
tant mariuls were Britain, Sweden’s immedi- 
ate Noi^ nei^ibois and France. 

West' Gennany also ranked number one 
lOQQng inqiorters to Sweden, alcHm with Brit- 
ain, the Uoiied States, the countries 

and Japati. 

• The days vriieo Sweden was a supplier of 
iron CMre and lumber on. the frozen northecn 
edge of iadostrial 'Europe are long gme, ao- 
cording to Bo Hampus Israelsson, preadent of 
tte Si^redirii Export Coondl, a trade piomo- 
tkm agency that is owned 50-50 by state and 
induscnal interests.

*'No other comitty," he said, refening to the 
United States, “has demanded so many sacri- 


Hces and efforts from Swedish business. The 
competitimi is iniense there. It is the toughest 
market, absolutely, and it is underestimaisd 
by Swedes.** 

He added that one reason the Swedes did 
not avoid the pitfalls of the American market 
was because ^ the considerable exposure to 
American iifescyles and culture in Sweden that 
deceives businessmen into thinUng rea!it>‘ in 
the United States is as open and easy as it 
appears on lelevisioa. 

Mr. Israelsson predicted that “the big Swed- 
ish companies will bold their positions" in the 
U.S. maikei while “the medium-sized export- 
ers will have a very tough rime.” 

Durhg the fust half ^ 1986, Sweden posted 
a trade surplus of 20j billion kronor ($2.9 
biUton), compared to 15.8 billion kronor for 
aB of 1985 and 24J3 bQlion kronor la 1984.

Model State Charts 
Pragmatic Course 


By Chris Mosey 

S TOCKHOLM — It has long been 
coininoaplace for foreign obsen ers to 
describe Sweden, after its rapid meia- 
morphosis from a poor, agricultural 
backwater to a modern, hi^-iech welfare 
stare, as a country that has los( its souL its 
citizens' rural values ai odds with modern 
urban civiUzaiion. 

This year may well come to be seen as the 
year iha't it lost its conscience into the bargain. 

Toe assasrinatioo of Prime Minister Olof 
Paljne on Feb. 28 robbed this small nation of 
8.3 million inhabitants not only of its only 
mega-personaiity but also o( its voice. 

Palme was that curious mixture; an upper- 
class socialisL In what is probably the most 
cooformisi country in Western Europe, its 
population frequeatly criticized for its (oo- 
eas>* act^tance of the dictates of auiboriiy, 
for putting the collective good before that of 
the individual, Palme's unorthodox, highly 
persona] style, often veering to arrogance, was 
regarded with suspicion. 

Yet it was precisely this, wedded to his 
considerable intellectual gifts, that bad en- 
abled him to drag Sweden onto the interna- 
tional stage and hold it there, an e.xample and 
an admeoUbment to other less well-starred 
social systems, other less almiistic foreign pol- 
icies. 

Sweden's much-publicized disagreements 
with the United States, first over Vie tnam. 
laidy over Latin America, were instigated by 
Palrne, picgecting his own liberal conscience 
as that of ^ more inward-looking nation. 

Palme remained firmly rooted in the ideal- 
ism of the 1960$ when he came to power, and, 
simplisticaBy, in retroqreci, he can perhaps 
best be understood as a Eurt^rean Keoneefr, 
suffering at last the same fate as John and 
Robert from a reality at odds with his vision of 
bow it should be. 

It was Palme that set the parameters for 
Sweden's graerous r^ugre policy. The coun- 
try opened iu doors to mmorities battling for

their rights in various pans of the world, the 
distinction between '‘liberation movement*' 
and '‘terrorist organization” often ignored. 

By a cruel irony, one such group, the Kurds, 
are now the principal su.cpecis of the police in 
their search for Pace's killer, who is thought 
to have struck in rc'.'ense for the imprisoomeni 
of two of their fellows for pjolJtical execution 
in Sweden. 

Police now claim to know the name of the 
assassin, who is "holed-up” in 'what is diplo- 
matically described as “a non-Europtean coun- 
try with no extradition treaty with Sweden." 

Already there are indications that Sweden 
w-ill pursue a less generous immigration policy 
in the future. But on most other fronts. 'lOO. 
changes of emphasis are becoming apparent. 

Palme's successor. Ingvar Carlsson, lacks all 
the contradictory qualities that made the mur- 
dered prime minister an international figure, 
that made him larger-than-life, generating ei- 
ther love or hate, seldom indifference. 

Mr. Carlsson i>> pure, uncomplicated work- 
ing class. He was Iwrn in in the town of 
Bor^. his father a storekeeper and truck driv- 
er. his mother a worker in a textile factory. His 
great love is that most working-class of all 
spores, soccer, which he still plays. 

Apart from the occasions un which a boyish 
smile lightens a long, dour and bespectacled 
countenance, his charisma on a scale from one 
to 10 rarely flickers over the halfway mark. 

He IS a cautious, pragmatic person, feeling 
his way forward with care rather than flair, 
unwilling, even on a traditionally "safe" liber- 
al cause like South Africa, to go loo far too 
soon. 

Yet all the indications arc that the vusi mass 
of Swedes feel more comfonable with him 
than they did with Palme. 

The reason seems to be that Mr. Carlsson is 
more likely to grow Into the role they idealize 
for their statesmen ; that of a lands/cJer. a kind 
of national father Hgure running the welfare 
state efficiently and kindly, putting the coun- 
try to bed each nighi with comfoning stories 
that its population has nex-er had it so good, 
rather than parables about injustice elsewhere 
in the world. 

Already Mr. Carlsson has shown himself to

Although few experts believe Sweden would 
yield to prewure. some speculate that the sub- 
marine ininisions could be pan of a plan to 
influence Sw-edish defense policy.

Tbe fall in tourists also under- 
scored tbe need for coocened ac- 
tion among Swedish groups. .As a 
result, a joint marketing body, 
plarmed by the tourist boW the 
Swedish Hotels and Restaurants 
Association and credit card com- 


panies. wilJ be launched next 
year. 

In October, the governmeni 
appointed its first tourism rtunis- 
ter. UlT Loonqvisi. He said that 
tbe post underlines “tbe impor- 
tance that the government atta- 
ches to the tourist industry." He 
added that Sweden needs to mar- 
ket tourism abroad “belter than 
has been the case." 

Industry oBidals say that the 
tourist board, which also derel- 
ops domestic tourism, has lacked 
adequate funding. Last year it re- 
iieiv^ 80 million kronor from the 
governmeni and 15 million kro- 
nor from industry. It is asking for 
a total of 136.7 million kronor 
next year.

Purchasers Say 
U.S. Economy 
Still Sluggish 


TheAaoaated Pros 
NEW YORK— The U.S. ecooo- 
my oonuDued its recent pattern of 
sluggish growth in November, with 
productioa and new orders again 
showing modea increases, corpo- 
rate purchasing managers said in a 
survey released Sunday. 

But the manageis' trade group, 
the National Association of Pur- 
chasing Management, said that 
ouve d its members also report^ 
lower emplcyment levels than in 
any monib since January 1983. 

More baying ^enis also report- 
ed paying higto prices in Novem- 
ber, tbe third straight month that 
tbe perceouge increased. 

“In November, the economy 
continued on what has been a mod- 
erate but stable path of expaosioa.*' 
Robert J. Bretz, chairman of the 
assodaiion’s busioess survey com- 
mittee, srid in a statenent- 
“The advance d new orders sug- 
gests a bealUiy level of production 
in January, after the 'traditional 
seasonal dr^ that can be expected 
in December,** said Mr. fireiz, who 
is also director of materials man- 
agemeni for Pitney Bowes Inc., a 
maker d mailing and faesunOe 
equipment. 

The associatioo said its compos- 
ite index of economic activity 
slipped to 51 J percent in Novem- 
ber from 51.9 percent in October. 

A reading above 50 percent gen- 
oally signals that the ecemmny is 
expanding, the association said. 
November was tbe fourth consecu- 
tive month that the index has been 
over SO percent. 

Each month tbe group surveys 
the (rffidals in charge of purchasing 
materials and products at 250 in- 
dustrial CMcems. 

In November, 28 percent of 
those surveyed rqxHied an in- 
crease in new carders, while 18 per- 
cent said orders dectined and 54 
percent reported no diange. 

Twen^-two percent also report- 
ed higha production lev^ and 17 
percent said ouq)ut friL 
Efflplqymeat showed a signifi- 
cant with 32 percent of tbe 
buying agents repoiting lower em- 
pIoymcDL Nine percent said their 
ctmqsanics added jobs and 59 per- 
cent said there was no change 
The percent^ of companies 


with lower employment was the 
higbM since 36 percent of the pur- 
chasing managers reported a drop 
in January 1983, the association 
said.

lai^ortocxy. 

Female levyeis were viewed by male mem- 
bers of the bar as at best a jhral^ curiosity.’' 
The more coocerned men Feared for tbeladk^ 
dehcate sounbOities (how could a womain ar- 
me a case involi^ nqie?); others eg^ressed 
dismay about th^ iwifeTr advantage over male 
lawyers. Rflcommending in 1872 that a woman 
be admitted to Yale Law SefapoL a Hartford 
lawyer wrote: “In theory, I am in favor of tbdr 
studying and practicing law, provided tb^ are 
ngly. but I should fear a handsome wieman 
bdoreajuiy.”

N ew YORK — When Con- 
rad Bromberg was a teen- 
ager. his father, the HoU>'Wood 
actor J. Edward Bromberg, was 
blacklisted. Unable to find a job 
in films, the elder Bromberg 
moved his family from their 15- 
room house in B^erly Hills back 
to New YorL where he had 
worked in the theater. Two years 
later, at age 47. he died of heart 
disease. Now the yi^unger Brom- 
berg. a playwrighu television and 
nim writer and former actor, has 
written a play about his father, 
and about the effect the blacklist 
bad on bis fatnify. 

**Oa its own, the blacklist is not 
an important event in .American 
history, and certainly not in world 
history'.” Conrad Bromberg said, 
seated at a table at the Ensemble 
Studio Theater, where his play. 
**Dream of a Blacklisted Actor." 
opens Saturday ni^t. “but the 
blacklist as a reflection of what it 
meant to the immigrant dream of 
middle-class success in America 
was devastating. 

“The meaning of the blacklist 
and the reason pec^e pick up 
their ears to it is, 1 think, that it is 
the best experience in American 
tustoiy to date of bow to siieticc 
the middle class. To silence ^peo- 
ple, or to punish them lor political 
associations, you don't pul them 
in Jail, you don't kill them. Vrliat 
you do is you attack the verv thing 
they have striven all their Lives to 
actueve — a successful career." 

Bromberg has been writing this 
play for a long time — since the 
19Ms. A first version was per- 
formed in a workshop in 1969. 
and a revised version was done, 
also in a workshc 9 . in 1975 at the 
Ensemble Studio Tbeater. with 
which Bromberg has been associ- 
ated since its inception IS years 
ago. The current play, also rewrit- 
leo. is being given a full produc- 
tion, with Jack C^lber, author of 
“The Connection." directing. It is 
not a political tract — it does not 
deal with the blacklist as a histori- 
cal event in the context of its 
times. Rather, it is a look at how a 
family — the actor. hJs wife, his 
son and his daughter — are torn 
by domestic tension during the 
father's period of Joblessness. 

“The i^y bad started out un- 
consciously being from the son's 
point of view," Bromberg said. 


“But over the 10 years since 1975, 
I really b^an to see it from the 
father's point of view. It’s a very 
personal play, and it was very 
difficult to make the (nuisiciop 
from son to father, and the play 
couldn't really woik for me untU 
it was from the view of the bladt- 
lisied actor himself. It's not like I 
got smarter or got to be a better 
writer necessarily, it’s just that I 
started to see people and thinj^ in 
life from a different perspective. 

“I have enormous grievaoces 
against my father on a personal 
level, which I assume most sons 
have against their fathers. I just 
came back from Los .Angeles, 
wliere wc videotaped some inter- 
views with children of blacklisted 
people" — the interviews will be 
. shown in the theater lobby as peo- 
ple enter to see the play — “and 
one of the recurring themes (and 
it was certainly true in my case) is 
that whatever was going on in 
one's personal life was chilled in 
lime and held in abeyance for the 
period of the blacklist 

“Suddenly you were in the 
midst of this tettle with unseen 
forces, and the family rallied, so 
whatever was going on between 
particular family members was 
just sort of slopped freeze-frame. 
And that was exactly what hap- 
pened with my father and ase. But 
the problem was that my father 
died, so I never got to do any- 
thing. So ( did it in some of the 
first versions of the play — I red- 
ly confrmiied my father. .And it's 
still there in the play, but now 1 
can also see the father from the 
position of the father." 

The character of the father. 
Bromberg said, is a composite — 
part his father, part Edward G. 
Robinson and part John GarHcId. 
Robinson was never blacklisted, 
but Garfield was. 

The play, Bromberg smd, also 
has to do with the immigrant gen- 
eration of which his parents were 
a pan. “My father was from Hun- 
gary and my mother from Inland 
and aeiiber was prepared lor the 
kind of life experience ih^ had in 
this country. My mother came 
here from a little town in Poland 
when she was 5. and 25 years later 
she was Uving in a 15-room house 
in Beverly Hills. And the emo- 
tional distance was too great to 
handle.

erdid — in a certain way. He was 
a boulevordier, be was bom to the 
street-cafe life, be adored it — 
and he found it in Beverly HiUs. 
What he couldn’t handle was the 
business of business — he was 
very bad at it: he was not panicu- 
larly good at playing the social 
ganw mth the pmple he should 
play it with, which other actors 
did and got better parts. 

“iben. on top of that, my par- 
ents were people who frankly be- 
lieved in paradise. There's no oth- 
er way to put iL They came out of 
the poor, they came both with the 
kind df Jen^ intdlectual back- 
grounds that were part of the 
ghettos of Europe, they came with 
agreat loveofartandculnireand 
education — and radical politics. 
Whidi at die rime was tied to 
Marx and Lenin and then Stalin." 

J. Edward Bromberg went to 
Hollywood in the mid-i930s from 
New Yodc. where be was a mem- 
ber ctf the Group Theater, and 
was »gned to a seven-year con- 


tract iritb 20th Cenioiy-Fox. He 
appeared in surii films os “Under - 
Two Flags." “Seventh Heaven," 
“Suez," “Rebecca of Suimybrook 
Farm," “Jesse James" and “Phan- 
tom of the Opera." Then, in 1947 
and 1948, he found himself grad- 
ually bladdisted. 

**By 19^itwasmdustfywidein 
Hollywood,” his son recalled, 
“and we game back to New York 
in '49, after he had been out of 
• work for a year. He did a play, 
and he «£d one of the first dramat- 
ic shows on television, the pre- 
miere of the ^Krafl Televiaon 
Theater,* and then he was 
pRmipdy bladdisted in TV. By 
the end of '49, be was totally un- 
emplc^ble, except on Broadw:^. 
Thm was never really a blacklik 
on Broadway. You couldn’t en- 
force a blacklist on Broadway — 
it was a lot of independent enti^ 
preneuis." 

His father did one play, Brom- 
berg said — “Tbe Big K^e." by 
Clifford Odets — that had a short 


run. Then he did another, by 
Elmer Rice, whidt had an even 
shorter run. “And then be sat 
around for two years tryii^ to get 
work. And all the ciine. in chose 
last two years in New Yoric, even 
though he was blacklisted he had 
never appeared beftxe the con- 
cessional committee to testify — 
be bad been blacklisted based on 
bdng named by others. He had a 
doctor's note because be had a 
heart conditioa. The note said it 
would be detrimental to his health 
to appear. 

“But Chen he got into a play in 
Ann Arbor,. Miwgan, and they 
said that if-be was well enoogh to 
perform he vras well enough to 
testify. Me appeared in June of 
1951, taking the Hfth Amend- 
ment and refusing to name 
names. Ke died six months later, 
in London. “When th^ started 
pursuing my father, first with. a 
subpoena and then with FB! vis- 
its, that's vriiea the blacklist be- 
came quite direct and part of all 
of our drily lives — and tlUs is the 
stuff that’s in the play. There were 
two guys who sat out in front of 
our Guiding and took pictures of 
everybody who came inside. 

“One (rf the problems was that 
vdien they foUo^ you it wasn’t 
Just you that was involved. If you 
were going to meet someb^y, 
that person was going to become 
involved too. So you found your- 
self kind of canying this loM of 
being reqxmsible not only for 
yoursdf but for other pec^le be- 
cause these guys would take a 
picture of whoever you went to 
meeL" “1 don’t say the blacklist 
killed my father, but it contribut- 
ed. A life of Uring, I think, 
killed my father. When be was a 
kid and you got rbenmatxc fever, 
they didn’t have penicillin, and 
you ended up ^mh .heart nnir- 
murs- So you can’t make a case, 
but the case 1 can make is it cer- 
tainly got a lot worse with all the 
tensions and anxiety. 

‘Tt look years to clarify what 
ay father’s dream had be^ and 
who were the players, and what 
part belonged to pities and what 
part brioo^ to the family and 
«4iatpart belonged tome. Do you - 
just want to tell what happened or 
do you really want to explore the 
nature; the essence of thu e:q)eri- 
ence? And that’s what 1 wanted to 
do, aod that’s nhy it's takes this 
long to do it*’
